ERRY GORDY WAS on the 
road in Georgia, on his way 
from Greensboro to Atlanta. It’s 
not a particularly long drive, 
about two hours, but Gordy was 
very tired.

appearances with Hayes, how 
Hayes used to smack him 
around on television and order 
him to do this or that. Forget it, 
ace, how long can aman put up 
with that kind of abuse? 

Gordy didn’t really know for 
sure what he wanted to do asa 
result of all these occurrences, 
but he was certain that he 
wanted to remain in wrestling. 
The only question plaguing him 
now was in what capacity he 
would be wrestling. 

As he steered his car into the 
parking lot of a diner on the 
main street of Covington, 
Gordy pushed all his memories 
of his experiences with The 
Freebirds to the back of his 
mind and concentrated on what 
he was going to have for dinner. 

As he waited for the waitress 
to take his order, he tried to 
concentrate on the business he 
was to conduct the next day in 
Atlanta. He tried, but the noise 
from the other end of the room 
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Snuka, wearing his usual sadistic look of glee, bulls Steve 0 into the ropes where he 
unleashes a brutal attack (below). Snuka and Ted DiBiase engage in a battle of

was too disturbing. 

Angered, Gordy walked over 
to the man sitting at the table 
with the intention of making 
him quiet down. As the man 


slobbered and _ gulped his 
dinner making more noise than 
seemed humanly possible, 
Gordy stopped dead in his 
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tracks and broke into a wide 
grin. The obnoxious diner at 
that table was none other than 
Jimmy Snuka. 

Gordy joined Snuka and told 
him about how dissatisfied he 
had been with The Freebirds, 
and how he is sort of floating 
freely now looking for a 
direction to work towards. 

Snuka, between bites, 
seemed to sympathize with 
what Gordy was saying, adding 
that he, too, was looking for 
some sort of new direction 
since leaving the Mid-Atlantic 
area. 

“Listen to me, Jimmy,” said 
Gordy, his voice lowering to a 
whisper, “I think it was more 
than an incredible coincidence 
that brought us together tonight.

Terry Gordy never made it to 
Atlanta that night, but not long 
after his fateful meeting with 
Jimmy Snuka he did get to that 
city and found himself in the 
ring as half a tag team going up 
against DiBiase and Rich. Of 
course, Snuka was the other 
half of that team. 

Soon after that match, Gordy 
and Snuka faced Ricky Gibson 
and Mr. Wrestling II in 
Columbus, Georgia. Most 
observers agreed: the former 
Freebird and the Superfly made 
an excellent ring combination 
and provided formidable 
opposition to any tag 
team around. 

“It’s great,” said Terry Gordy 
following his first matches with 
Snuka, “we're wrestling well, 
we've both got something to 
work towards, and we're just 
plain mean out there. | haven't 
felt this good about myself and 
this sport in months.” 

Tag teams in the Southeast 
continue to have trouble with 
Gordy and Snuka. If anything, 
the brutal combination seems 
to be getting meaner and 
stronger. For now, the Georgia 
tag team belts rest about their 
waists, and it looks as if they are 
there to stay for a while. O

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ITO SANTANA WAS finishing 

up lunch and reading 
through his mail the afternoon 
before a title match with AWA 
champion Nick Bockwinkel. 

There were several other 
people in the room, all eating 
and having conversations with 
one another. Santana was 
involved in a. conversation while 
he was skimming through his 
mail. Suddenly, he became silent 
and devoted his attention 
completely to the letter in his 
hands. 

The other people in the room 
noticed Santana’s total con- 
centration and also quieted 
down, awaiting some sort of 
indication regarding that which 
had so strongly caught his 
attention. 

After reading through the five 
page letter, Santana slowly 
placed it on the table in front of 
him and stared off into space 
with glassy eyes. A single syllable 
escaped his lips: “Wow.” 

There was silence in the room 
for a few minutes, but soon the 
suspense was too much for 
everyone to handle. ““What’s the 
deal, Tito?” said one man.

Dusty 
Rhodes recently came face to 
face with the reality of these facts

For months, the American 
Dream has been enduring «a 
match schedule unlike any he 
has ever had to face over his long 
and decorated career. 

Such self-styled heirs to the 
NWA throne as Ted DiBiase, 
Roddy Piper, Jimmy Snuka, the 
Funks, The Assassins, and of 
course, Harley Race, have 
challenged Rhodes’ hold on the 
title. The unceasing pressures of 
an almost daily defense of his 


title have caused Rhodes to think 
again about the obligations he 
must tend to as champion. 

When Dusty Rhodes came to 
Richmond, Virginia, there was 
much more than simply 
opponents on his mind. There 
was a level of discontent with the 
title that resulted from a 
combination of demands from 
the fans and criticism from the 
press in certain circles.

“but some clown had gotten 
hold of my phone number 
somehow and was making crank 
calls to me.for three days. Stuff 
like, ‘You fat dummy, you don’t 
deserve to be the champion,’ 
and, ‘I’ll bet they had to let the 
belt out a foot and a half before 
you could wear it.’ It was nothing 
that really bothered me alot, but 
it got under my skin that this guy 
kept hammering away at me.

“Anyway,” said Dusty, “I just 


went into Richmond with a 
crummy attitude. Frankly, | 
couldn’t care less what 


happened with my match against 
Austin Idol, there was just too 
much other stuff on my mind.” 

A source close to Rhodes 
maintained that the problem was 
much more severe, though. 

“He was in trouble,” the 
anonymous man said, “and at 
the time he went into the ring, 
there was not much he could 
really do about it. | kept telling 
him to forget about all that other 
stuff and concentrate on Idol, 
but he didn’t hear me. It was like 
he was just going to surrender 
the title to Idol if he didn’t snap 
out of it.” | 

During Rhodes’ match with 
Idol, there were a number of 
times when it looked as if he was 
in severe trouble. At one point, 
Idol had jumped out of the ring 
and was pummeling Rhodes’ 
chest and head with bone- 
jarring blows that left 
Rhodes groggy. 


Idol took full advantage of the fact that 
Dusty had other things on his mind than 
his title defense. Ripping at his eyes 
(right) and kneedropping him in the 
corner (opposite right), !dol had Dusty in 
serious trouble. 


Perhaps it was the grogginess 
that caused Rhodes to realize 
what kind of a situation he was 
actually involved in, for 
immediately thereafter, it was as 
if anew Dusty Rhodes was facing 
Austin Idol. 

A headlock and a bodyslam by 
Rhodes sent Idol reeling, and it 
was clear that the Dream had 
been renewed. 

“! don’t understand it,” said 
Austin Idol following his match 
with Rhodes. “For a good part of 
the match | could have sworn 
that | was going to strip the belt 
away from that chump. Then, all 
of a sudden, he changed 
completely. It was like being in 
the ring against a beagle one 
second and a tiger the next.” 

Of course, Dusty’s title 
remained intact, though his 


offense was late in coming. 


Almost too late. 

“I realized in the ring that 
everything that was on my mind 
was insignificant compared to 
the responsibility of being NWA 
champ,” the American Dream 
explained. “Why should | let 
idiots on the phone bother me?

It looks as if Dusty’s title reign 
has entered a new phase, one 
that will no doubt be earmarked 
by a renewed intensity and 
enthusiasm.
